Officers said they did not 
believe Wilson had fallenas- 
leep, but that he might have 
lost control of the car on the 
sUppery pavement. The car 
was going around a leftcurve 
when it went out of control. 

It was the worst highway 
accident of 1967 in San Ber- 
nardino County and the fifth 
highway disaster to. claimas

Each student, whether pre- 
paring for college, or im- 
mediate vocational placement, 
should receive the education 
ind preparation best suited for 
ais particular needs. In add- 
ition to specific knowledge and 
skills, we must also teach 
civic and social responsibile 
ities through understanding 
gue American Heritage, 

In order toaccomplish these 
goals, I believe it is nece 
essary to employ and retain 
the best teaching staff pos- 
sible, to constantly evaluate 
the educational program, and 
to change and revise the cur- 
riculum in keeping with cure 
rent needs and new develop- 
ments. The staff should be 
encouraged and assisted in 
constantly up-dating their 
knowledge and teaching teche 
niques for our rapidly 
changing world. 


UNIFICATION 


There are certain basic ade 
vantages ina unified program 
such as providing greater cone 
tinuity and coord{nation of the 
educational programfrom

In the event that the present 
plan for unification should be 
approved by the voters on 
April 18, I believe that I 
should be elected to the new 
board of trustees, in order to 
help establish the new school 
district. In the formation and 
operation of a new unified dis- 
trict, it would be most ess- 
ential to have the services 
of a board member who has 
had four years of experience 
in school fiscal policies, as 
well as in matters of pere 
sonnel, curriculum, and 
school facilities.

Loneliness is the name of the game. The game is perhaps 
familiar to you who read this as Californians change jobs and 
move more often thanany people in the world. But let me re- 
fresh your memory a bit. 

‘I was so lonesome walking up Euclid Avenue that I wan- 
ted somebody to say something to meevenif it was just ‘get 
off the street’? "’ was the way Herbert E. Vogler, veteran 
realtor, Upland, described his first few weeks in town years 
ago. He was showing our family a house and we'd just had 
the experience of driving through Los Angeles, crowded city 
of strangers, to get to our new location of Upland. 

Vogler, a Civil War history buff who thinks General Lee 
was greater than MacArthur, then told us the classic story 
of the man sitting on the side of the road being asked by 
strangers what kind of a town was up ahead. ‘‘What kind of a 
town did you come from”? he would ask, and each time he 
would tell the strangers the town was the same kind of a 
place they had left. The moral: you take your town with you. 
And its true,

Vogler’s classic tale was identical to the one told us 
when we left West Sacramento by an old retired neighbor 
and one I heard years ago at a crosseroads in Florida, 
clear across the country. Such cliches are the folklore of 
America and like all such ancient lessons are based on 
profound philosophical truths.

We beat 
the game at the First Presbyterian Church of Upland the 
first Sunday morning we were here.

The Sunday schools took up 
more real estate than the sanctuary, It’s a children orie 
ented church and our family is that way too. 

It might be of interest to Uplanders to know that our chil- 
dren found the elementary and junior high classes were 
ahead of West Sacramento schools in Spanish and language 
but slightly behind in other subjects. I don’t mean the 
quality was behind. I can’t judge that. But only that slightly 
more subject matter has been covered in most subjects 
in West Sacramento in Northern California, 

The last tip to beat the game of loneliness. By all means 
move, if you must, during a school year. Most schools in 
California are comparable and your children will gain 
many friends to endure those long summer months, 

Upland is a friendly town, probably our friendliest. It 
must be so. Mrs. Vey Hobbs, a resident of Upland back in 
1910 who now lives in West Sacramento, tells the story of 
the donkey drawn street car of that era, After the donkey
